Arrested for Forgery. 


J. M. Claybaugh of Cumberland 


township was captured la&t week by 
County Detective Chas. H. Wilson in 
Maryland and was brought here last 
Wednesday. 


Claybaugh some weeks ago left his 


family living near Round Top and 
rumors began to be circulated that he 
would have to answer charges of 
forgeries. He hired with a Wm. T. 
Hassett of Four Locne. Md. for $18 a 
month and Mr. Hasseit bad his suspi- 
cions aroused and while in telephone 
communication here learned the man 
was wanted in this county for forgery. 
Co. Detective Wilson went immedi- 
ately to Mr. Haseett's place and se- 
cured Claybaugh who agreed to come 
with him without requsition papers.

Fanners Should Save the Quail. 
The writers have bad experience Ju 


the quail feeding aud rooi»tluggrouud8. 
These can be made on unused ground 
such us old llelds, clearings, swamps 
or apy place that is not used for cul- 
tivation. The method that we would 
advise is to get a quarter of an acre or 
•s much more as the farmer would 
give and there is not a fanner iu any 
one valley but would give as much 
of his idle ground as ib needed lor 
that purpose. Feeding grounds cau 
be handled very cheaply. 
They cost 


nothing after they are started. <»et 
your team in «ud tear up the ground 
and BOW it in Kall'ircoru, millet, suu- 
flower, Hungarian grass, pig weed, or 
beinp seed or such other seed as the 
quail feed on. The birds will soon 
Jiud out that they have a regular place 
and will harbor aud hatch about the 
feediug grounds. Now the idea is to 
build blinds for the shelter of the 
birdf. The bliuds can be made with 
very little trouble. 
Just take a few 


polee and a couple of forked sticks 
aud pile grass or pine tops on. These 
will make a good shelter. 
Notices 


should be put up at certain distances 
to prevent gunners from taking birds 
from the grounds, aud the urouuds 
should be guarded from dogs by put- 
ting three or four strands of barbed 
wire around the i plot. These feeding 
places cau be made in auy section of 
the country. 
All sportsmen aud 


farmers should be interested in this, 
it has proved successful wherever it 
has been used. It has been known for 
as many as fifteen coveys to stay in 
one feeding ground. Birds migrate 
from one place to another because of 
lack of food and for want of protection 
against the cold and enow storms. By 
the plan here suggested the birds will 
have plenty of food and protection. 
Now the right way is to get u s?tarf, 
then gather your seed from your crop 
from the season before, that way you 
will always have seed on baud when 
you go to plow the foliage tinder tor 
the next sowing. 
Plow down the 


foliage for a few years and it will be- 
come so thick that it will be a protec- 
tion to the birds from the hawks. 
Now, where ground cannot be had for 
a regular feeding place persons walk- 
ing out in the mountains and woods 
should always carry some sunflower 
seed in their pockets which they can 
plant by just scratching the ground 
up with a stick aud planting a few in 
fence rows or in the woods. It will 
make good feed for ijuai! and also for 
squirrels. 


In the Matter of Road Taxes. 


The cash road tax having been 


voted down iu Cumberland towuship 
at the Spring election, it may be iu 
place for the citizens of that towuship 
to realize the solid facts they are up 
against now. 


There is almost two miles of macada- 


mized road constructed in the towr- 
snip and the share of the cost of same 
to be paid by the towuship will 
amount to about $2800. The current 
expenses and damage done by high 
water will in all probabhty cause the 
Supervisors of tbe township to levy 
three mills work tax and three mills 
special tax, iu all six mills to meet 
the demands, either this or pay inter- 
est on a large sum of money until it is 
• done. 


If we bad a cash tax system and a 


road tax of five mills would be laid 
and the towuship would in addition 
receive $15 on tbe hundred from the 
State, and this would realize about 
$600 in cash and there would be 
enough money to fix roads and pay 
the share of the township of the ma- 
cadamized road and every tiller of the 
soil would have been saved at least 
one mill of taxation. 


This is not the entire loss of the 


farmers. Under the present system 
the farmer received *1 per day for his 
labor while working on tbe road and 
replaces this loss of labor on the farm 
by paying $1.25 per day and board, 
which is a loss of from 25 to 50 cents 
per day. 


The defeat of the cash tax means to 


the farmer a loss of one mill in the 
rate of taxation and from 25 to 50 cts 
per day for every day of work on the 
roads. The result of the election seems 
to show that the farmers would rather 
pay tbe penalty than have relief, and 
in that light where is there auy room 
for siehs over the burden of taxation. 
What would auy one think of a busi- 
ness man who would cast aside a pro- 
position netting him 15 per cent on 
the total of his business. Think this 
over.

Like so maay of the world's great 


composers, Sir Edward Elgar was a 
"youthful prodigy" of exceptional gifts, 
as was proved by a recent perform- 
ance of a suite composed by him at 
the immature age of 12. But even Sir 
Edward was probably not as preco- 
cious as one of his English predeoM- 
sors, Samuel Wesley, who hi his eightk 
year heard a regimental band plar * 
march which he had composed for It. 
At 11 Franz Schubert had already 
placed several songs, string Quartette* 
and piano pieces to his credit. Han- 
del's first attempts at composition 
were made at eight, and Vieuxtempar 
who began to scrape the strings of a 
tiny fiddle at two, is said to have been 
even more precocious. Sir Charles 
Halle was only four years old when. h» 
played in public a sonata expressly 
composed for him; Liszt was a public 
performer at nine, Chopin and Ruben- 
stein at eight, Lady Halle and Joachim 
at seven, and at five Mozart composed 
a piece of music almost too difficult 
for his father to play.

great illiteracy of its men and wom- 
en," declared Edward B. Norris, aa 
Englishman who has been many yean 
a resident of Rio Janeiro.

cent. Certainly a country where only 
one man in five can read and write 
and only one woman in 20 has cause 
to blush at the ignorance of its peo- 
ple. A country of enormous area, yet 
with a' population of only 16,000,000, 
Brazil is sadly handicapped by lack 
of modern enterprise and an enlight- 
ened citizenship. One of the most dis- 
couraging features of the country 1* 
the low esteem in which woman Is 
held. 
A great many Brazilian girls 


marry by the time they are 12 years 
old and are grandmothers long before 
they are 30. Woman is regarded as at 
chattel, and in many a household ot, 
the republic never opens her mouth 
except at the bidding of her husband.*
